Japan Wants Enough Indemnity 


to Cover Cost of War 


to Date. 


Washington, 
July 
27.*— Whether 
there is to be peace In the far East 
or a continuance of the war will be 
practically derided at the first busi 
ness meeting of th© Washington con­ 
ference, which will convene at the 
navy-yard. Portsmouth, N. H., about 
Aug. 5. 
Baron Komura will on that 
occasion communicate to M. Witte the 
essentials of Japan’s peace terms for 
further negotiations. 
This, it is de­ 
clared. will not be done in a spirit of 
defiance—indeed, there are many evi­ 
dences in the possession of the neutral 
governments that Japan is coming to 
the Washington conference not im­ 
bued with a desire to humiliate Rus­ 
sia, but only to exact terms which will 
insure a lasting peace in the far East, 
and which will in a measure compen­ 
sate Japan for the financial losses in 
the p re c u t conflict. 
Throughout the preliminary negotia 
lions, however, Japan has made it 
clear at Washington that she wished 
to avoid unnecessary tedious negotia­ 
tions. “We are not gcing to the con­ 
ference to write Into the law of na­ 
tions a new chapter,” said a high Jap­ 
anese official recently. 
For this rea­ 
son 
the 
Japanese 
plenipotentiaries 
will adopt the program of at once lay­ 
ing on the conference table those 
terms, the acceptance of which with­ 
out modification they are instructed to 
Insist upon as a basis for further ne­ 
gotiations. 
Although guarding with great care 
the official statement of her terms. 
Japan 
has not kept 
from several 
friendly governments the general char­ 
acter of these terms. 
Official Wash­ 
ington has been enabled to form with­ 
in certain limits a general idea of 
their character. 
It Is known that Japan will demand 
an indemnity that will approximately 
cover the cost of the war to date. 
This was 
communicated to Russia 
early in the preliminary negotiations 
The amount is still a secret, but it is 
based upon the most careful estimates 
of the cost of the war and will be 
accompanied bv a more or leas detail­ 
ed statement showing the method by 
which the final figures were computed 
It will not fall far short of one billion 
dollars, according to advices resching 
here from well-informed sources. 
Be­ 
sides the indemnity, it Is believed. 
Japan’s other essentials to the con­ 
tinuance of the negotiations are the 
cession to Japan of Saghalien, of the 
l.iaotunir peninsula, and of tho rail­ 
way as far as carbin; the recognition 
of Japan’s predominating ’nfluence in 
Korea and the return of Manchuria to 
China. 
lf the Russian plenipotentiaries are 
prepared to accept these essentials, 
the officials here are confident that 
the bases will be laid for negotiations 
su re to lead to the signing of the 
treaty of Washington, bringing peace 
In the far East.

Statistics Show Large Increase 


in Local Company’s Tele­ 


phone Accounts. 


Oliver M. Dale, business manager of 
the Rushville Co-Operative Telephone 
company, stated to a representative of 
the Daily Republican this morning, : 
that the company’s business was on a ■ 
steady growth aud increase. 
Tile toll collections, and rents, es-;

New York, July 27.—Tho custom 
house authorities intend to take active 
measures to stop the extensive smug 
gling of tobacco at Bayonne. N. J., 
where on Saturday twenty-seven^bales 
of Sumatra tobacco, valued at about 
$2,000 were seized in the house of a 
woman who is said to be the agent of 
a gang of smugglers. 
The vessel 
from which the tobacco came is the 
steamer Diament of the Standard Oil 
company, 
ruder the revised United 
States statutes the collector may insti 
tute proceedings for a fine equal to the 
appraised value against the master ol 
any vessel, together with a penalty of 
$400. 
for having landed

goods in port. and if the master be not 
responsible the collector may proceed 
against the owners of the vessel.
